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REPORT of the Compteolleb and Auditor General upon the Irish 
Church Temporalities Account, for the Period from 1st April 1886 
to 31st March 1887, prepai’ed and submitted to Parliament in pursuance 
of the 37 th Section of the Act 32 & 33 Viet. c. 42. 


1. I HAVE again to report that a considerable number of mortgages still remain un- 
executed. In several cases -where sales were effected as far bock as 1871, the purchasers 
have omitted to take up the conveyance, and to execute the mortgage on their properties 
agreed upon at the time of sale. 

In view of the delay in completing these legal securities, I caused an inquiry to be made, 
and a letter was addressed to the Commissionei's on the 26th September last, requesting 
that in each case an explanation of the cause of the delay should be given. The reply, 
together with the explanation of the Solicitor to the Church Property Department, is 
appended.

2. It was stated in my Report on the Account for the year 1886-6 that the Deeds 
under Sub-Section 2 (c)of the 23rd Section of the Purchase of Land (Ireland) Act, 
1885 (48 & 49 Viet. c. 73), had not been submitted forinspcction during that year. I am 
now able to report that out of a total number of 564 oases in which reductions under the 
section referred to had been rr.aHe by the Commissioners, Deeds have been submitted 
in 367 cases, leaving 197 which had not been furnished for inspection to my officers at 
their annual visit to Dublin. 

I may add, that of these 197 cases, it has been stated by the Commissioners, in a com- 
munication subsequently received, that 82 have since been completed. The Deeds 
referring thereto will be inspected upon the next occasion of the Loc^ Audit. 

It has been further stated, that of the remaining cases the majority are in the country 
awaiting execution.

Tnn list of queries by the Auditor as to those cases in which the Purchase Deeds have not been executed 
is herewith returned. 

Compared with the large number of Purchases by tenants under tho Irish Chni'ch Act, 1869, the number 
of wwa on the list is small, and represents all old Purchases in which the Purchasers could never be 
induced to complete. 

As a doss these Purchasers are ignorant small farmers. To compel them to execute Deeds would have 
entailed an expensive action in each cas^ although the original contracts, so far as payment is concerned, 
can be enforced by production of the original acceptance of the Commissionora* offer to sell. In some 
cases proceedings have been instituted against the parties to make them sign the Deeds, but these proved 
both expensive and troublesome as the action is a technical one, and where deaths have occurred the 
diffculty of raising reisreseatativos has to be enconiitered. In one case (D. M‘Cotter, 4,421), au Order of 
the Court 'was procured for specific performance of the contract at an expanse probably of 25 I, and on 
the defendant not having obeyed that Order a writ of attachment was issued, and is in the bonds of the 
Sheriff for bis arrest, but the party is a fugitive. In another case (R. Moore, 5,765), Mr. Serjeant 
Hadden, Q.C., advised that owing to the deaths of parties and other dilhculties proceedings could not be 
sustained. 

In the Instalment cases the outstanding portion of the purchase money is being gi-adually reduced, and 
in these cases the instalments, and in simple mortgage oases the Interest, have, on the whole, been paid 
punctnally. 

Enclosed is a copy of a circular letter which has been forwarded to tho different purchasers on th« list, 
and it is to be hoped that through fear of losing the benefits of the 2otb Section of the Laud Act of 1887 
they will be induced to tirka ont the Deeds, in several oases already, answers have been received from 
them agreeing to do so, and enclosing stamp duties asked for.

Tin: Iiish T<and Commission havo directed me to call your attention for the last time to the fact that 
you liavo not taken any steps hitherto to take ont your conveyance and execute the necessary mortgage 
for securing that part of the pnrehase-money which you agreed at the time of yonr purchase to secure by 
mortgage to the Church Commissioners. 

The Commissionoi's desire me to point ont that yonr neglect in this matter may cause very serious 
consequences to yourself. In the first instance yon have no Title Deeds to prove your right to possession 
of tho lands yon occupy, and this may hereafter cause considerable loss to you or those who succeed yon. 

Secondly, tho Commissioners axe unable, so long as your deeds remain unexecuted, to confer on yon 
tho beDolit which the recent Laud Act enables them to give to those whoee deeds have been executed, 
aud whoso have been paid. 

The power which tho Act I refer to confera on the OonuniBsioucis to extend its beneits to the 
purchasers of C'hurch Lands cannot be exercised in any case after the boginuing of next year. 

Therefore, if your deeds romain unexecuted after that period, you will shut yourself out for ever from 
obtaining the wductiou in your given by the Act. 

Thirdly, although bithei’to the Commissioners, in tbo hope that you would see the advisability of com- 
pleting your purchase, have refrained from taking proceedings to compel you to do so, I am now desired 
to give you final notice that you will no longer be allowed to neglect or refuse to fulfil the contract 
entered into by you at the time yon purchased, and that unless the debt left outstanding is secured by 
moHgage before the 1st February n^, proceedings will be at once taken, either t^ainst yon personally 
or to sell yonr biding to realise the amount of the purchase-money still unpaid. 

Fourthly, as the Commissioners have no wish to put yon to expense in the matter, they are prepared 
to issue free deeds from this Department on your paying the amount of the Stamp Duty and Registry 
Fees payable in yonr cose, the amount of which I will notify yon on hearing from you that voa are now 
prepared to complete your purchase.
